The in- 
ternational executive board re- 
jected Walla’s appeal July 1. 

In addition to O’Donouhue, 
the Teamstes union board of 
monitors is composed of God- 
frey “Schmidt of New York, 
representing rank - and - file 
Teamsters, and L. N. D. Wells 
Jr. of Dallas, Tex., represent- 
ing the international officers. 

It was O’Donoghue who, dis- 
satisfied with the way the 
Teamsters international execu- 
tive board handled the appeal 
by Walla, decided to undertake 
an investigation of the St. Louis 
election. 

Donald Capuano, a member 
of the staff of the board of 
monitors, was sent to St. Louis 
last week to investigate. He 
was expected to make his re- 
port to the board today or to- 
morrow, after which the board 
will decide whether it will hold 
hearings.

118, it was indicated today. 

Windup of the long-drawn- 
out bankruptcy case appeared 
in sight following mailing of 
notices to 559 creditors of a 
final hearing next Monday be- 
fore Referee in Bankruptcy 


Basil H. Coutrakon at Spring- 
field, Il. 

William C. Dunham, Collins- 
ville attorney and trustee in 
bankruptcy, in a final report 
filed with Coutrakon July 11, 
reported gross receipts total- 
ing $413,930 from liquidation 
of assets recovered from Knet- 
zer and his firm. 


After payment of admin- 
istrative expenses, preferred 
claims and various fees in- 


curred over a 10-year period, 
about $270,000 will be avail- 
able for the unsecured cred- 
itors, the report showed. 


Fees include about $13,000 
for referee court costs, $9500 
to Trustee Dunham and $70,000 
to G. William Horsley of 
Springfield, attorney for the 
trustee. 

Horsley said his claim 


is for compensation for about 
5500 hours of work, including 
handling of several trials in 
which he successfully resisted 
claims of persons who sought 
special status as preferred 
creditors. 

These “special” claims, total- 
ing about $200,000, were by 
men who advancedmoney to the 
smooth-talking Knetzer after 
he was thrown into bankruptcy 
and before his death in 1953. 
He promised these “investors” 
large returns, but it later de- 
veloped that he paid most of 
their money into court to keep 
out of jail. 


Knetzer's death occurred 
when he was on bond after 
conviction in United States 


District Court at Springfield of 
concealing $700,000 in assets. 

The 41-year-old promoter, 
who once served a_ six-year 
term in New York's Sing Sing 
prison for armed robbery, swin- 
dled customers at Edwardsville 
out of more than $4,000,000 by 
promising them new autemo- 
biles at list price in the post- 
war years when cars were 
scarce. 

Most of the unsecured cred- 
itors are persons who made 
advance payments of $1000 or 
$1800 for automobiles.

U.S. Prefers Assembly Session to Summit 
Talks — Hopes to Avoid Giving Reds 
a Voice in Mideast.

Although the United States 
does not relish the notion of a 
full-scale meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly at which its in- 
tervention is bound to come 
under severe and widespread 
public criticism, members of 
the American delegation indi- 
cated that the State Depart- 
ment would prefer this to the 
summit meeting proposed by 
Russia. Such a meeting, they 
said, would give the Soviet 
Union a direct voice in the af- 
fairs of the Middle East, some- 
thing the United States has 
been trying to avoid. 

In particular, delegates said, 


the United States has wanted 
to avoid a settlement in the 
Middle East by the great pow- 
ers, including Russia, without 
articipation of the Arab coun- 
fries—ither those still friend- 
ly. to the United States, or 
those grouped around Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser of 
the United Arab Republic.

Whatever else Anglo-American 
intervention in the Middle East 
may accomplish, it has already 
dulled world consciousness of 
Russian crimes in Hungary, weak- 
ened the prestige and usefulness 
of the U.N., and all but destroyed 
Amefican leadership in it. 

It has won opposition of most 
of the peoples of the world, even 
those under governments con- 
strained by one sort of pressure 
or another to support the United 
Statés. 

It has confirmed Arab fear 
and hatred of us Westerners and 
compelled them—who in great 
majority are not Communists— 
to look to the Soviets for help. 

It has evoked from its Ameri- 
cay. supporters a definite revival 
of self-righteous imperialism.

Thus, the New York Times ° 


writes editorially: “The United 
States cannot be one of the 
world’s two great powers and re- 
fuse“to act like a great power.” 
To act otherwise “would be to 
abdicate the role history, our 
wealth, and energy have thrust 
upon us.” That is, above all, the 
role of pretecting Western con- 
trol of Arab oil. For that the 
allies have alread declared 
their’ intention to fight, if neces- 
sary, in Iraq, 

The question is: What next in 
the Middle East? Probably, un- 
less American and world opinion 
strongly intervenes, the use of 
Anglo-American forces to do in 
Lebanon and Jordan what Cha- 
moun and Hussein cannot do 
against the internal enemies and 
all too likely, to intervene in 
Iraq on the pretext that Hussein 
represents its legitimate govern- 
ment. 

Then, assuredly, Russia will do 
something, probably but not cer- 
tainly, short of starting World 
War III. (She doesn’t need 
world war if she is patient. We 
cannot forever contain pan- 
Arabism, which is the passion of 
the people, by military force. It 
was Washington's fundamental 
mistake to begin to try it through 
the Baghdad Pact and otherwise.)

What we, the people, should 
do is (1) to demand no use of 
American forces to fight rebels 
in Lebanon or to intervene in 
Iraq; (2) to urge immediate’ ne- 
gotiations, not only with Nasser, 
but necessarily with Khrushchev, 
on neutralization of the Middle 
East (that is the best we can ho 
for): and (3) to support in the 
Assembly of the U.N. any practi- 
cal plan for U.N. action against 
any outside military intervention 
by one nation within the borders 
of another. 

But under no police plan can 
the U.N. in its present condition 
deal by force with what Ambas- 
sador Lodge calls “indirect ag- 
gression” by propaganda, bad as 
some of it has been. 

Should the U.N. try it, one of 
its first projects might be an 
alleged American indirect ag- 
gression in the Soviet Union and 
her satellites through Radio Free 
Europe, Radio Liberation, and 
even the Voice of America.

The Architects Say ‘No.’ 


The St. Louls chapter of the

At one stroke, Khrushchev exploited the 
opposition in neutral nations to the West's 
military intervention, widened the split in 
opinion within Britain and America them- 
selves, championed Arab nationalism, set 
himself up as peacemaker, and renewed his 
long-standing drive for a chiefs-of-state con- 
ference. This was a maneuver from which 
the Russians could not lose; and it put the 
West on notice to respond with the strongest 
possible initiative of its own. 

The desire of the West to keep any nego- 
tiations within the United Nations is under- 
standable. A high-level conference at the 
U.N. itself might help. But would it change 
the basic elements of the situation? 

One of those elements is that the West has 
got itself into an almost impossible position 
from which no clear and satisfactory, escape 
is apparent. Another element is that the So- 
viet Union has no strong incentive for pro- 
viding an escape, but on the contrary gains 
by keeping the West “on the hook”—as it 
did in vetoing the American resolution in 
the Security Council. 

Underlying all the negotiations in and out 
of the U.N. is the question of what exactly is 
now gained by keeping troops in Jordan and 
Lebanon. Unless the troops are to go on and 
recapture Iraq, is the game worth the can- 
die? We applaud the decision that has ap- 
parently been made not to attack Iraq. But 
in these circumstances, occupying Lebanon 
and Jordan makes less sense than ever. 

It was Iraq that was the key to the West- 
ern position, not oil-less Jordan or divided 
Lebanon. Having lost Iraq, and hesitating to 
take it back by force, the West cannot hope 
to make much of an impression on the other 
Arab states by maintaining friendly govern- 
ments in peripheral Jordan and Lebanon, It 
can be certain, also, that those governments 
will cease to be friendly the moment the oc- 
cupation ends. Meanwhile we lose ground 
throughout Asia and Africa with every day 
the occupation endures. 

Is it any wonder that Khrushchev may be 
content to let the West stew in this compli- 
cated juice of its own making? Nevertheless 
the situation is so explosive that no effort 
can be spared to alleviate it. For the short 
run, the West urgently needs some formula 
which will permit it as rapidly as possible to 
pull American troops out of Lebanon at 
least. For the long run, we need to take the 
decisions that will permit the negotiation of 
a basie settlement of Middle East issues. 


The Soviet Union cannot be excluded from 
either discussion. Whether by summit con- 
ference or otherwise, we must be prepared 
to deal with both Russia and Nasser’s Arab 
nationalism in damping down the Middle 
East tinderbox. 


He Fought for 25 Years 


Countless people, many of them no longer 
living, share in the victory that now attends 
the 40-year struggle to.bring Alaska into the 
Union. In the current Congress, the con- 
structive efforts of Majority Leader Johnson 
and Minority Leader Knowland and Senators 
Jackson, Neuberger, Church, Morse and Ku- 
chel, among others, stand out. In the House, 
passage was due in large part to the strategy 
of Representative O’Brien of New York, who 
found a legal but seldom used way to get 
the bill before the House even though it had 
been smothering for 10 ménths in Howard 
Smith’s Rules Committee. 

On the executive side, Secretary of Interior 
Seaton gave infinitely more help than his 
predecessor, Douglas McKay. But there is 
little doubt that no one else did as much as 
Ernest Gruening, Governor of Alaska for 14 
years by appointment of the late President 
Roosevelt and since 1956 a “Senator” from 
Alaska in the anticipatory congressional dele- 
gation elected by the people of Alaska two 
years ago. It is safe to say that no one else 
has seen as much of Alaska as Ernest Gruen- 
ing. As Governor he visited not only re- 
mote points on the mainland, but the many 
islands of the Aleutian chain. The leading 
book on the subject, “The State of Alaska,” 
is his, and he gave it that name four years 
ago as evidence of his faith that statehood 
was coming. 

It takes nothing from the contributions of 
many others in Alaska and Washington to say 
that the blue ribbon in the statehood fight 
goes to Ernest Gruening for his unrelenting 
battle over a full quarter-century.

The Senate plan eliminates the prospect of 
the House amendment that a single military 
man could hold up defense improvements. 
But the Senate version also makes it easier 
for Congress to veto changes in military fune- 
tions. The Senate bill does not require a 
prior complaint by a service chief or a vote 
by both Houses. : 

Another amendment would have permitted 
either a service secretary or a member of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff to take a recommenda- 
tion or a dissenting view on any matter di- 
rectly to Congress. The Senate struck out 
the service secretaries, on the ground that 
they were simply politicah appointees while 
the Joint Chiefs were men who had special- 
ized military knowledge acquired over many 
years. If this can be kept from playing a 
part in service rivalries, no harm should re- 
sult from allowing a Joint Chief this privilege. 
It has never been used in the past. 

The House attempt to require the Defense 
Secretary to exercise “direction, authority 
and control” over Army, Navy and Air Force 
“through the respective secretaries of. such 
departments” was eliminated in the Senate. It 
was provided that the three services will be 
“separately organized” only and not “sepa- 
rately administered.” This gives the Marine 
Corps and Naval Aviation the protection that 
they had, in their undue alarm, sought. 

At fhe same time it clarifies and strength- 
ens the authority of the Office of the Defense 
Secretary so that it now is possible for him 
and his assistant secretaries to achieve what 
should be efficient and unhindered admin- 
istration. This was the most critical of the 
three amendments and on it the President 
won a complete victory. 

The Senate measure is not everything the 
President sought, but is definitely a big step 
forward. Friends of Pentagon reform will 
find it worth fighting hard for in conference 
if supporters of the House bill prove ob- 
stinate.

Next Step for Gov. Blair 


Gov. Blair is being warmly commended 
over Missouri for applying $7500 in unused 
Spanish-American War veterans funds to the 
purchase of the state’s first capitol—a 141- 
year-old 2-story brick house’ at 212 South 
Main street, St. Charles. The. Kansas City 
Star, for example, says: “We are glad that 
this bit of Missouri antiquity has come down 
to us intact. We hope that others are ac- 
quired before it is too late.” 

That hope is one that is often expressed 
in Missouri and yet every year sees the loss 
of some historic building or relic that ought 
to be saved for the future. The state’s 1945 
Constitution anticipated the creation of a 
permanent commission to confer and act on 
sites that represent Missouri's heritage of 
the past. The 1959 session of the Legislature 
ought to put statutory implementation of 
that wise constitutional provision high on its 
list of work to be done.

Stalling on Welfare Funds 

The House Labor Committee has taken a 
strange new detour on welfare fund legisla- 
tion which will lead nowhere. 

This committee has sat for nearly three 
months on the sound Senate bill requiring 
reports on all welfare funds to the Secretary 
of Labor; And now the. group has taken up 
an entirely new bill which is much weaker 
than the Senate measure and would satisfy 
neither the Senate nor the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. 

As sponsored by Representative Teller of 
New York, the new bill does not require wel- 


fare fund reports to the Government at all. 


It proposes annual reports to beneficiaries on 
» ‘Failure to provide such reports 
would make the fund administrator liable to 
the person making the request at the rate of 
$50 a day. 3 

Obviously such a. méasure completely ig- 
nores the public interest in welfare funds, 
which now amount to 25 billion dollars. It 
ignores the experience ‘of two committees 
which found that public reporting was essen- 
tial to restrict mismanagément or worse. But

But it was Williams, 1957 
American League ba 
champion, who haunted Bun- 
ning’s thoughts as he neared 
his goal. 


“The big thing I had on my 
mind going out for the last in- 
ning was I didn’t want to walk 
anybody,” Bunning said. “My 
thought was I just must not 
anyone on—so Williams could 
come up and hit a homer.” 

Williams had beaten Detroit 
with a two-run, twelfth inning 
blast the previous afternoon. 

Bunning struck out Stephens 
on an inside corner delivery, 
then fanned Ted Lepcio on a 
slow, high curve and there 
were two down in the ninth. 

He haa struck out 12.

telephone from Beirut. Half a dozen correspondents 
pitched in and between them did a fine job on a story 
that is important but scant. 

CBS played the whole operation by ear, cutting in 
whenever they had anything to say, regardless of sponsor 
or commitment. On Wednesday they pre-empted all or 
part of “For Love. or Money,” “Play Your Hunch,” Arthur 
Godfrey’s morning show and “Dotto.” (If Nasser has noth- 
ing else to his credit, he can, on the day of judgment, say 
he got giveaways off the air for One day-at any rate.) 

Normally, ABC doesn’t start operations until 3 p.m. 
but on Tuesday it went on the air with the U.N. proceed- 
ings at 11:30 a.m. and was the only network to carry the 
whole morning session to the luncheon break. ABC re- 
turned to the U.N. at 4:30 in the afternoon, pre-empting 
Dick Clark’s “American Bandstand.” 


Altogether, it was a good show and it gave the 
whole industry a shot of morale that it needs badly 
at this precise moment. I just hope it won’t always 
take a crisis to do that, though. 


The idea of “Keep Talking” is for a bunch of show 
people to keep talking. Since show business includes 
some of the greatest non-stop talkers in the world, this 
was a brilliant idea, especially for the talkers who will be 
given a weekly platform to operate from. 

Actually, “Keep Talking” on the basis of the first and 
only show is a lot of fun. Panels consisting of Ilka Chase, 
Danny Dayton and Martyn Green on one team and Paul 
Winchell, Shari Lewis and Joey Bishop on the other are 
given the lead-in to a story and then must improvise a con- 
tinuing story line. At the sound of a bell, the ball changes 
hands and the other team. must pick up the fable wherever 
it is and spin it out in its own directions. 

This is a great test of one’s ability to fabricate end- 
less malarkey with a smile on your face, and I must say 
Messrs, Winchell, Bishop, Dayton and Green, and Misses 
Lewis and Chase sure sounded like they'd had a lot of 
practice. Their tales were glib, suave, wildly implausible 
and frequently very funny. A good deal of pulling and 
hauling goes on because each contestant has a secret sen- 
tence he must work into his story—which means he must 
work the story around so that it will fit. 


This takes some ingenuity. For instance, Paul 
Winchell was launched on a story involving Co- 
lumbus’s discovery of America and the bit he had 
to work in was: “But, operator, the line can’t be 
busy because nobody else in town is speaking to 
her.” That takes some doing, but Winchell did it 
by straining the laws of logic to the outer limits 
of credibility. 


‘One of the objects of the game is to sneak your line 
in so skillfully that the opposition can’t guess what it is. 
But when the line is—as it was once—‘“But, Marion, none 
of the other men are taking their wives to the stag,” this 
isn’t easy and, as a rule, the interjected secret lines stuck 
out nakedly and were easily guessed. 

It was a good fun game on the first time around. I’m 
not altogether certain I'll be that enthusiastic week after 
week. Elaine May and Mike Nichols who had been prom- 
ised as two of the panelists, were not on the opening show 
but they will be on at least four of the subsequent shows. 
Actually, the present panel seems plenty good enough.

Lesson for the West 


NEW, YORK, July 21. 

THERE is mo American who does not regret the 
necessity for landing soldiers in Lebanon and Jordan. 
But the coup in Iraq was evidently totally unexpected 
and was a lesson to the West. 

There will be much debate for a long time as to 
whether fomenting uprisings within a country can be 
called aggression under the United Nations charter. 

I think what will emerge eventually will be the 
recognition that a genuine movement on the part of a 
people wishing to change its government is rarely brought 
about through the initiative of the army. If it is the 
desire of any nation of the civilized world to change 
ite government, then that change must be made by legal 
and democratic methods. 


We, having founded our nation through revo- 
lution and having had to fight a war to remain 
an thdivided nation, knew that, given proper 
safeguards, a nation can express its wish to 
change through a secret ballot. My husband 
always said that a tiation could remain free as 
long as it preserved its secret ballot. 


All of us were shocked by the murder of young 
King Faisal If and two of the other Iraqi leaders. This 
is no way for a civilized people to come to power within 
a nation. This is the way despots Behave. One cannot 
help but believe that under this military regime there 
will be less freedom for the people of Iraq than under 
their King. 

One must also reckon with the fact that the Soviets 
have told us that they intend to have a Communist 
world, and if you read the writings of the Soviet leaders 
you discover that subversion is one of the primary tools 
in achieving Communist success. 

Bo you miust not be surprised at the pattern of 
influence exerted over a leader such as President Nasser 
of Egypt by the Soviet Union.

Nasser wishes power and thinks that with 


He certainly does not hope to be controlled eventually 
by the Soviets. But, for the time being, the help they 
will give him is very welcome. The pattern of subversion 
that they suggest fits in with the Nazi type of mind 
which is prevalent among his close advisers. 

The General Assembly of the United Nations will 
have to decide whether the type of subversion from 
the outside, which we are watching today, is aggréssion 
or not.

Fix It Yourself 


BACK in the old days peo- 
ple were never bothered with 
drain lines clogged by grease 
and fat because people used to 
save grease and fats to make 
soap with and anyway, no one 
had a kitchen sink or a drain. 
Today things are different and 
a lot of grease does go down 
the kitchen sink to cause all 
sorts of trouble. 

The trouble with grease is 
that when it begins to cool it 
becomes hard and sticks to the 
sides of drain pipes and sewer 
lines. Eventually it becomes 
so thick that water has trouble 
yunning through the line. 
Added to this is the fact that 
solid particles of matter going 
down the drain will get caught 
by the grease and not go com- 
pletely through the line. 

One of the best ways to keep 
a drain line from fouling up 
through grease is to remove as 


much of the grease as possible | 


from plates and pans before 
they are put into the kitchen 
sink. Running boiling hot wa- 
ter down the drain after you 
have finished washing dishes 
is also helpful. Let the water 
run for several minutes. 
Certain types of chemical 
drain cleaners are good for 
removing the grease from a 
drain line for they will turn 
the grease into a water solu- 
able substance.
